The immigration that is threatened {s from 
regions in which conditions of oppression for cen- 
turies have created ignorance, low living standards, 
and a chronic radicalism. Immigrants from these 
districts of Europe are unfit to make their way 
in this ceuntry and therefore inevitably join the 
rlamorous ranks of discontent. -They are predes- 


not fitted to make use of them and prosper shee | 
them. They are without the experience essential 
to an advanced form of democratic life. They are 
undernourished physically and mentally. Most of 
them have no training {in trades or gccupations 
and are certain to flow into our cities and industrial 
centers to aggravate the growing balance against 
country life and basic production. 

We do not think it wise for America to accept 

what must be for at least a generation an aggrava- 
tion of our difficulties in nation building. That 
problem is serious enough as it is. If we are to 
have a consistent evolution, if American principles 
and institutions are to have a chance to develop 
freely amd fully according to their own nature, 
we cannot inundate our nationality with elements 
ynready or unfit to be fused into American life. 
F Shortsighted economic reasoning favors an inflow 
‘of cheap labor. The economic profit would be {]u- 
sory and the political and social loss permanent. 
If we have a regard for the maintenance of Ameri- 
can ideals, of American institutions and culture, 
if we want to go forward on American lines, we 
shall not permit the pressure of conditions in east- 
ern Europe to be relieved at our expense.

Cars 
not sent to France have been allowed to go to ruin 
around army camps and for months the administra- 
tion paid $100,000 a day to 25,000 men to guard these 
cars,

WORK FOR ARRESTED T. B. 
CASES. 


VERY wise article by a very 
wise man who has had broad ex- 
perience fs that of Dr. David A, 
Stewart of the Manitoba sani- 
tarium, on the perplexing question of 
What work shall arrested cases of con- 
sumption undertake. | 

The answer is not always the same. 
What is one man’s meat is another 
‘man’s poison. But there are certain gen- 
eral principles which apply in most 
cases. 

Perhaps the most important one is that 
& man should return to his old oceupa- 
tion, or some modification of it, if it is 
at alle possible for him to do so. He 
knows his old time work. He can fit in 
with léss*friction and he can earn better 
wages. at it than he can earn at any- 
thing else. 

If he can be trained into some varia- 
tion of his old work and thus get ad- 
vantage of his former training, experi- 
ence arid skill and at the same time have 
a lighter load, so much the better. 


Second in {mportance ts the necessity 
of enough wages to keep himself ‘well 
and permit of rests. He must hate a 
higher net income to spend on himself 
than when he got sick. If he can acquire 
a better gross income, so much the bet- 
ter, but if not, he must be relieved of 
some of his “carry” so that he has 
more to spend on Ris own care, 
Another consideration is that he should 
have a job which permits him to live 
at home if possible. The chance that 
he will get the food he likes, that he 
can arrange a proper sleeping place for 
himself, that he can ventilate well, that 
he will be watched over and shielded 
against fatigue and worries is greatest 
when he stays at home. 

Another important consideration ts that 
the work undertaken must not be too 
hard from the physical standpoint. The 
general advice given consumptives as 
they convalesce is that they should take 
up outdoors work. Dr. Stewart thinks 
this advice has done enough harm to 
offset the good. Even though a man has 
indoor work he stays at it only eight 
hours. He has. sixteen hours for rest 
on open.porches, some of it in the sun- 
light, and for sleep in the open air. 
If he is fitted for indoor work and not 
fitted for outdoor work, an oxtdoor job 
will harm him in many cases. 


So many convalescent consumptives 
take up farming without knowing any- 
thing of the long hours, hard work, and 


unhygienic homes of farmers. They fol- — 


low the advice of physicians who know 
farming as they see it from Pullman 
windows. Gardening as an outdoor fad 
is fine, but as a _— of earning a 
livelihood for a convalescent who never 
has gardened it is zero and below.

We are advised by the land ‘commissioner's 
office that an area of 6.308 acres in Trinity, 
Humboldt, and Tehama counties, Eureka and 
Sacramento @arid districts, will become sub- _ 
ject to homestead and desert land entry by ex- 
service men of the world war beginning Dec. 
4, 1920.. Filings may be presented during 
the twenty days prior to that date. Any 
lands: that remain unentered will be opened 
to homestead entry only by the general public 
from Feb. 5 to Feb. 11, 1921, inclusive, and 
om and ‘after Feb. 12, 1921, any remaining 
lands will be subject to general disposition— 
that is, to appropriation under any applicable 
land laws by the general public. The lands 
were excluded from the Trinity national for- 
est and are reported to be nonagricultural, 
mountainous grazing land. 

Approximately 5.700 acres in the Sacra 
mento and Susanville land districts will be- 
come subject to settlement by ex-service 
men of the world war and to entry Dec. 3, 
1920. .Filings may be presented during the 
twenty days preceding that date or from 
Nov. 13 to Dec. 2 inclusive. On and after 
Feb. 4, 1921, any land that remains wun- 
entered will be subject to general disposition: 
that is, to appropriation under any applicable 
land law by the general public. These lands 
are scattered tracts in the northerié part of 
Siskiyou and Modoc counties near the Oregon 
line and have generally been designated under 
the 3°0 acre homestead act. Further infor. 
mation relative to said lands may be ob- 
tained from the register and receiver of the 
local district land office in which the tract 
is located.

, POPCORN 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY, ,. 
The popping quality of much corn 
has been greatly injured this season. 
It requires about four and a half 
months for popcorri to mature, and 
many patchts were_not planted until 
June. Numerous fields were cqught 
by the killing frosts before the corn 
was ripe. 


~~ 
1 Do not become discouraged if the 


corn will net pop during the next six 
weeks. The new crop is seldom ready 
for use before the first of the year. 
The expert would rather not use this 
year’s corn until next July. However, 
if the ears are well ripened, husked 
at the right time, dried and stored 
properly, the corn will pop fairly well 
within two months after it is har- 
vested. 

Some gather the ears as- soon as 
they are mature, and the husks 1630 | 
their green color, turning to a yel-| 
lowish white, and the silks become 
dark brown. If this is done the corn 
cannot be stored in. bulk, but must 
be put where it will dry out readily. 
Others cut up the corn, shock it and 
husk the ears in the winter, and feed 
the stover to live stock, These two 
methods are economical if the stalks. 
are used as feed, but the quality of. 
the popcorn is usually impaired. 

> 

To get snow white kernels when 
popped let the ears remain In the field 
to become fully ripened and dry on 
the stalk. Husk the ears from the 
standing stalk when the shuck is dry. 
Store them in erates, hoxes mate of 
slats,.or in a crib where thé air can 
circulate between the ears. In this 
way the kernels cure without heating. 
If piled in close boxes or bins the 
corn heats. 

Corn that ts unripe, frozen while it 
is green, heated, exceptionally dry, or 
damaged by grain weevi] or moths.
